cribes the thrilling ex perience 
she 
and others on the vessel had on the 
voy ag e over when a submarine was 
sig hted, in a letter just 
received 
here. 
Mrs. Conover is a celebrated ac­ 
tress who went to France for a rest, 
a y ear ag o last May . She left be­ 
cause of a nervous breakdown while 
•play ing the 
leading woman’s 
roll 
/with William 
Hodg e 
in, 
“ Fix ing 
» (Sister.” When Mrs. Conover had to 
g ive up her work for the time being , 
the company 
was in its twentieth 
week at Boston. Mrs. Conover has 
ianother 
theatrical ’ 
eng ag ement, 
which broug ht her 
back 
to New 
York. Mrs. Conover has been study ­ 
ing French and music while in Paris 
and g iving some of her time to Red 
.Cross work. 
The letter was a complete sur­ 
prise to her parents as they did not 
know she intended to return home at 
this time. Th? first part of the let­ 
ter was written while the vessel lay 
in the bay of New York and the last 
part after she landed. 
“ Here I am in the bky of New 
York,” she writes, “ and tomorrow 
(last Thursday ) morning I hope to 
g et in about ten o’clock. 
I did not 
let any body know I was coming as 
3 thoug ht y ou would all worry and it 
would be useless. I had a cable 
for an eng ag ement, so 1 took the 
first boat as there was not another 
for two weeks. 
“ rt has been such an interesting 
trip. 
The first nig ht 
the 
wireless 
teaid dang er, so we alh stay ed on 
deck all nig ht near the life boats to 
iwhich each was assig ned. The sec­ 
ond and third nig hts we were told 
not to g et undressed, but we could 
g o to our staterooms. • The 
third 
day the dang er was passed and I 
• really felt 
as if my clothes 
had 
g rown fast to me. I have been twelve 
day s crossing , and only one stormy 
day . 
“ The feeling of creeping .along at 
nig ht, sometimes in a fog , with not 
a sing le lig ht to be seen—well, it 
isn’t altog ether pleasant. 
One sub­ 
marine shot up out of the water, 
took a peep at us and disappeared 
as if she thoug ht we were not worth 
wasting a torpedo on. 
“ About 1,500 miles from New 
York we met a larg e convoy of sup­ 
ply ships—twenty -four 
ships 
and 
four men of war. The moment we 
appeared 
on the horizon, 
one of 
those big war shipS 
simply 
tore 
throug h the water, her g uns leveled 
at us, and she almost scraped our 
(sides as she sig naled to know who 
{we were. 
Those 
German 
raiders 
are wearing every disg uise possible, 
vso they came near enoug h to see the 
women and children aboard. 
“ At my table and nex t to me sat 
Captain Leary of the Aster, the first 
American boat sent to the bottom 
Iby a German submarine. They at­ 
tacked him at midnig ht with a rag ­ 
ing sea and he lost 28 men. He is 
just returning from having taken a 
\submarine over to France. 
“ In the steerag e were two 
boat 
•rews who had lost theis ships. One 
was fired on in broad day lig ht and 
the men took to 
their sing le life 
boat. As the sheik did not ;tink the 
•hip quickly , the submarine captain 
was a bit afraid 
of being caug ht, 
so they compelled the crew to come 
to the submarine. They stood them

The official grain standards of the United States for •wheat 


were fixed, established, promulgated and published on March 31 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, under the authority given in the: 
Grain Standard Act. This act of Congress establishes .-wheat 
grades for the entire United States, from the farm to the export 
terminal. Effective on Indiana wheat July 1, 1917. 


Number Two Red Winter wieat shall be cool and -sweet,' 


contain not more than thirteen'per cent of moisture, shall test 
not less than fifty-nine pounds per bushel, contain not more than 
four per cent oif damaged kernels, and not more than one per cent 
of foreign matter. •

Number Three Red-Winter wheat shall be cool and sweet, 


contain not more than fourteen per cent moisture, shall have a 
test weight of at least fifty-seven pounds, shall contain not more 
than seven per cent of damaged .kernels, and not more than two 
per cent of foreign matter.

Number Five Red Winter wheat may be musty or sour, con- 


tain not more than, fifteen per cent of moisture, test not less than 
53 pounds per bushel. May contain not more • than fifteen per 
cent damaged kernels, not more than three per cent heat damage 
and not more than six per cent foreign material. 


Dockage includes sand; dirt, weed seeds, weed stems, chaff, 


straw, _grain other than wheat, and any other foreign material 


- which can be removed readily from -the wheat by the mse of ap- 


propriate sieves cleaning devices, or other practical means suited 
to separate the foreign material present; also 
undeveloped,' 


shriveled and small pieces of wheat kernels necessarily removed 
in properly separating the foreign material. 
The -quantity of 


dockage shall be calculated in terms of percentage based 05 the 
total weight of the grain including the dockage; The percentage 
of dockage so calculated shall be stated in terms of whole per 
centum and half per centum. A fraction of a per centum when 
equal to, or greater than a half, shall be treated as a half, and 
when less than a half shall be disregarded. The percentage of 
dockage so determined and stated snail- be added to the grade

•It-will be seen that the requirements of grading are a trifle 


more strict. Dirty wheat, pr wheat that is even slightly damp, 
cannot grade-either numbeif two or three in any market. It rests 
primarily with the farmer' to see that the grain is threshed dry, 
and is properly cleaned. Dockage rules for dirty wheat are very 
Explicit. 
The only time to get rye out of wheat thoroughly is while the 


grain is standing. More than one per cent of rye prevents any 
wheat grading number two. One-tenth of one per cent makes it 
nnfit for seed. Cockle is still worse and must be removedi if at 
all, before harvest.
